Colombia signs landmark conflict 
reparations bill 


Mladic lawyer 'wants more 
time' in warcrimes case 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
Colombia yesterday approved 
a landmark bill to compensate 
millions of victims of the 
country's decades of armed 
conflict at a signing ceremony 
attended by the UN secretary- 
general. 

The law sets compensation 
for an estimated four million 
victims of armed conflict 
going back to 1985 and the 
restoration of land taken over 
by armed groups since 1991 to 
some 400,000 families. 

"This law, if applied cor¬ 
rectly, will change the face of 
Colombia. It will allow us to 
heal wounds that have accu¬ 
mulated over decades," Presi¬ 
dent Juan Manuel Santos said 
ahead of a signing ceremony. 

The law applies to crimes 
committed by the FARC and a 
smaller leftist guerrilla group, 
together composed of around 
10,000 militants. 

It also applies to the army 
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and some 16,000 right-wing 
paramilitary fighters. 

The United Nations has 
praised the law, which it 
"hopes will relieve the suffer¬ 
ing of millions of victims of 
conflict, making peace and 
reconciliation possible," said 
local UN human rights official 
Christian Salazar. 

But he warned that Colom¬ 
bia faced "great challenges" in 
implementing the measures, 
particularly with regard to land 
restoration, which could face 
violent opposition by armed 
groups. 

At least 10 land restoration 
activists have been killed since 
the plan was first proposed in 
September, and the United Na¬ 
tions has urged the govern¬ 
ment to step up security where 
disputes are likely, particularly 
in the northwest. 

"The violence is going to 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AFP) - Flights from major 
airports across a large section 
of south America were can¬ 
celed yesterday as ash from 
Chile's Puyehue volcano 
spread across the region, 
nearly one week after the vol¬ 
cano erupted for the first time 
in half a century. 

Flights from airports in 
Buenos Aires, Montevideo, 
and southern Brazilian cities 
were grounded due to clouds 
of ash high in the sky. 

It was the second straight 
day that flights were canceled 
out of Montevideo and Buenos 
Aires, a major regional trans¬ 
portation hub. 

Argentine authorities were 
hoping the ash cloud will have 
passed above Buenos Aires 
late Friday, and that some 
flights could resume early 


increase. These criminal gangs 
will react to the restitution of 
land," conflict specialist Ariel 
Avila said. 

The leftist opposition has 
meanwhile complained that 
the law does not cover victims 
of criminal gangs, which in¬ 
clude ex-paramilitary fighters 
and were responsible for 47 
percent of murders in 2010. 

In 2005, Colombia began 
granting partial amnesty to 
former right-wing militants 
who confessed to their crimes, 
but analysts said this is the 
first bill to specifically address 
victims. 

Colombia has been gripped 
by armed conflict for nearly 50 
years, mainly orchestrated by 
the leftist FARC (Revolution¬ 
ary Armed Forces of Colom¬ 
bia), which has been at war 
with Bogota since its founding 
in 1964.

Yesterday, the ash cloud 
was above Rio Grande do Sul 
state, sailing between 7,000 
and 10,000 meters (23,000 and 
33,000 feet) above the ground, 
Brazilian aviation officials 
said. 

"If the current weather pat¬ 
tern continues the cloud will 
likely head over the Atlantic 
Ocean," the officials said in a 
statement. 

Airports in the Brazilian 
cities of Porto Alegre, Curitiba 
and Florianopolis were open, 
but "the airline companies de¬ 
cided to not fly for security 
reasons due to the volcanic 
ash," a spokesperson for the 
government airport authority 
Infraero told AFP. 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Former Bosnian 
Serb army chief Ratko 
Mladic's lawyer asked the UN 
war crimes court yesterday to 
give him more time to prepare 
a response after prosecutors 
asked judges to stop the attor¬ 
ney from talking to the public 
and the press. 

"The Duty Council seeks a 
decision from the Trial Cham¬ 
ber... to grant a two week ex¬ 
tension of time for filing a 
response to the 'Prosecution's 
motion for Protective Meas¬ 
ures for Victims and Witnesses 
and Documentary Evidence'," 
Aleksandar Aleksic said in pa¬ 
pers filed before court. 

The prosecutor's office at 
The Hague-based International 
Criminal Tribunal for the for¬ 
mer Yugoslavia (ICTY) filed a 
motion to ask the court at 
Mladic's first appearance last 


week to stop Aleksic from 
speaking to the public and the 
media. 

"The Defence should be 
prohibited from disclosing to 
the public material disclosed to 
it by the Prosecution," the June 
3 motion said of Aleksic, 
Mladic's court-appointed de¬ 
fence council. 

"The prosecution does not 
provide this information so it 
can be provided to the public 
and the media," it added, say¬ 
ing public disclosure of the in¬ 
formation could compromise 
the security of victims and wit¬ 
nesses. 

Court spokeswoman Nerma 
Jelacic could not comment Fri¬ 
day on the reasons why the 
original motion was filed, but 
confirmed a decision by a 
three-judge bench was ex¬ 
pected soon. 


Britain 'in drought conditions' amid

Immobility forms greatest risk of mortality 



World Health Organization’s 
leader of the team for the pre¬ 
vention of chronic diseases 
and the promotion of health, 
Dr. Godfrey Xuereb, re¬ 
marked that 1.5 billion adults 
worldwide are not suffi¬ 
ciently active. Furthermore, 
the lack of sufficient mobility 
is one the greatest risks for 
mortality worldwide, accord¬ 
ing to Xuereb. 

The world situation, and 
particularly in the American 
continent is extremely preca¬ 


rious as was emphasized by 
the delegates of PAHO at¬ 
tended the obesity conference 
here in Aruba. Their extreme 
concern is evidenced in their 
determination to create an in¬ 
tegral program to combat 
obesity. 

During the presentation of 
the theme: “Physical Activ¬ 
ity: recreation and transporta¬ 
tion:” Dr. Xuereb, Guillermo 
Penaloza of Canada, Lucia 
Yolanda Alonso of Mexico, 
Sam Ramsamy of the Inter¬ 


national Olympic Committee 
and Enrique Jacoby of PAHO 
illustrated how and what can 
motivate people to become 
more active, to get people to 
move and exercise more. 
They presented projects that 
are attractive and fun that 
people can practice to get 
them moving. 

One after the other the ex¬ 
perts emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of physical activity. 
Activities such as Aruba’s Ci- 
clovia (now called ArubAc- 


tivo). This type of activity 
does not require any special 
infrastructure, simply close 
off roads for a few hours and 
invite people to cycle, walk, 
run and engage in aerobics on 
the street, according to Cana¬ 
dian physical activity expert 
Gil Penalosa. 

In Aruba, once every 
month we hold the ArubAc- 
tivo street event. Representa¬ 
tives of different athletic 
organizations, dance and exer¬ 
cise groups are invited to pro¬ 


mote their activities and thus 
motivate people to participate 
in such groups for regular 
movement and exercise. 

It has been proven that 
150 minutes of exercise per 
week for persons 18 to 64 
years of age is enough to 
make a significant difference 
in their health condition. Ac¬ 
cording to all the experts the 
exercise need not be the old 
belief system of “no pain, no 
gain” exercise, it must just be 
simple and fun. 


Government subsidized foundations henceforth to be responsible 
for government funds received 


ORANJESTAD — Minister 
of Social & Economic Affairs 
in her presentations to Parlia¬ 
ment highlighted her ma¬ 
nagement philosophy and 
sought approval for her mi¬ 
nisterial budget. During her 
one hour long presentation, 
the minister, Michelle Win- 
klaar-Hooyboer, made refe¬ 
rence to the changes and 
issues of most interest per¬ 
taining to her ministry. 

Regarding social affairs, 
Winklaar-Hooyboer indi¬ 
cated that the government in¬ 
vests a large sum in paying 
salaries and operational costs 
of 39 different foundations on 


the island. Regrettably, the 
subsidy arrangement is an an¬ 
tiquated arrangement. This 
ancient subsidy arrangement 
is one where the government 
contributes financially to 
these foundations without 
having any kind of influence 
in the management of these 
foundations. In essence, the 
government has absolutely 
no say or influence in how 
the funds that they provide to 
a foundation can or should be 
managed. What’s more, 
many of these foundations 
don’t even submit a yearly re¬ 
port of their operational ac¬ 
tivities so that the go¬ 


vernment can have an analy¬ 
sis of how their funds were 
spent. 

With this picture in view, 
the Minister proposed to Par¬ 
liament that the existing pro¬ 
tocol/regulation for receiving 
government subsidy be re¬ 
vised and make them more 
up to date to the actual situa¬ 
tion of the island today. 

The proposal entails that 
the government should no 
longer subsidize a founda¬ 
tion from which they can 
have no influence and no 
knowledge of their money 
management. 

The minister sited one 


classic example of 
the financial manage¬ 
ment of some founda¬ 
tions. 

As example she 
referred to one foun¬ 
dation that chooses to 
meet at a restaurant 
for all of their press 
meetings. This un¬ 
doubtedly increases 
their expenses so 
much so that they 
don’t have the neces¬ 
sary funds to accom¬ 
plish their mission in 
the community.

Then, according to the minis¬ 
ter, there are foundations that 
pay compensation for the use 
of one’s auto, telephone, food 
and travel expenses, which in 
some cases are compensa¬ 
tions much higher than is al¬ 
lotted to Ministers of 
government. 

Following her presenta¬ 
tion to Parliament, the minis¬ 
ter is now set to inform all 
foundations who depend on 
the government for subsidy 
that the government is about 
to revise their management 
philosophy with respect to 
subsidies and inform them as 
to the new policy to be 
adopted by the government 
on this matter. 


Obviously, the new policy 
has no reference, and will not 
apply to those foundations 
that do not depend on the 
government for subsidy or 
other forms of financial assis¬ 
tance. 

The Minister indicated 
that she as Minister is conti¬ 
nuously responsible to Parlia¬ 
ment for all her actions and 
spending, but foundations 
that receive funds from the 
government is at no time re¬ 
sponsible to the government 
or anyone, for that matter, for 
their actions and spending. 
This she contends is one of 
the discrepancies in our so¬ 
cial management which must 
and will be changed shortly.

Winklaar-Hooyboer indi¬ 
cated that she will make 
every effort to eliminate any 
excessive red tape in the 
process of the accountability 
to be required of foundations. 
She proposed to Parliament 
that the government adopt the 
“output subsidie” system 
used in Holland. 

In that system the govern¬ 
ment, in essence, buys the 
service of the foundation. 
The government is of the 
opinion that it would be 
much more prudent for the 
government to stipulate the 
annual subsidy based on all 
the expenses of a foundation, 
which should include sa¬ 
laries, investments, opera¬ 
tional expenses and all other 
financial matters. 

This total amount would 
then be paid out at the start of 
the year. At the end of the 
year the foundation would 
then be required to show how 
their funds were used.

Say goodbye to cool 
summers: climate 
study 



PARIS, France (AFP) - By 
2050, the coolest summers in 
the tropics and parts of the 
northern hemisphere will still 
be hotter than the most 
scorching summers since the 
mid-20th century if global 
warming continues apace, ac¬ 
cording to a new study. 

Tropical regions in Africa, 
Asia and South America 
could see ’’the permanent 
emergence of unprecedented 
summer heat” even within the 
next decades, said the study, 
to be published later this 
month in the journal Climatic 
Change Letters. 

Such dramatic changes in 
temperature would have a 
major impact on human 
health, food supplies and bio¬ 
diversity, warn the re¬ 
searchers. 

’’Large areas of the globe 
are likely to warm up so 
quickly that, by the middle of 
this century, even the coolest 
summers will be hotter than 
the hottest summers of the 
past 50 years,” said lead au¬ 
thor Noah Diffenbaugh, a 
professor at Stanford Univer¬ 
sity’s Woods Institute for the 
Environment. 

Scientists have long pre¬ 
dicted that climate change 
driven by greenhouse gas 
emissions would cause more 
frequent heat waves, such as 
struck Europe in 2003, or the 
United States this week. 

’’That got us to thinking — 
at what point can we expect 
the coolest seasonal tempera¬ 
tures to always be hotter than 
the historically hightest tem¬ 
peratures for that season?” 
Diffenbaugh said in a state¬ 
ment. 


To find out, he chose a 
basket of 50 climate models 
that accurately matched past 
increases and projected them 
into the future. 

The analysis assumed a 
scenario of a ’’moderate” in¬ 
crease in heat-trapping car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions as 
forecast by the UN’s panel of 
climate scientists. 

Many regions of the 
globe, they found to their 
surprise, can anticipate a 
’’new normal” of summers 
that today would be classi¬ 
fied a heatwave within a 
matter of decades. 

The researchers also 
analysed historical data from 
weather stations around the 
world to see if the projected 
increase in temperatures had 
already begun. 

’’This extreme heat emer¬ 
gence is occuring now, and 
climate models represent the 
historical pattern remarkably 
well,” Diffenbaugh said. 

Results differed somewhat 
from region to region, with 
the tropics being hit earliest 
and hardest. 

In the model, up to 70 per¬ 
cent of summer seasons from 
2010 to 2039 exceeded the 
late-20th century maximum 
in the zones straddling the 
Equator. 

Wide swaths of North 
America, China and Mediter¬ 
ranean Europe are also likely 
to enter a new ’’heat regime” 
by 2070, the study found. 

Recent heat waves and 
their consequences provide a 
foretaste of the ways in 
which hotter summers can 
disrupt lives, the researchers 
cautioned. 

The likelihood of out-of- 
control fires such as raged 
across Australia and Russia in 
2009 and 2010 increases dra¬ 
matically with higher temper¬ 
atures. Likewise loss of life: 
the 2003 heatwave in Europe 
killed some 40,000 people. 

A recent report by a con¬ 
sortium of agriculture experts 
shows that projected in¬ 
creases could devastate staple 
food crops in tropical regions 
where hundreds of millions 
of people are already mired in 
subsistence-level poverty. 

The pace of species loss is 
also projected to gather pace 
as persistently hotter climate 
kicks in.

BRUSSELS (AFP) - The EU 
said Friday it has set up a new 
anti-hacker team of cyber 
fire-fighters after a string of 
recent attacks, one of which 
saw 30 million euros’ worth 
of carbon credits stolen. 

The 10-strong team of IT 
security experts will guard 
against repeats of attacks on 
sensitive information, for ex¬ 
ample on the eurozone debt 
crisis, such as occurred on the 
eve of the last summit of na¬ 
tional leaders in March. 

Trading on the EU's Emis¬ 
sions Trading Scheme was 
frozen on January 19 after 
computer hackers stole two 
million certificates from na¬ 
tional registries, the thieves 
then selling the credits. 

Another halt was ordered 
in trading in numerous coun¬ 
tries last year after ’’phishing” 
emails tricked users into di¬ 
vulging their passwords. 


had created the world’s first 
transgenic cow, using human 
genes that will allow the ani¬ 
mal to produce the equivalent 
of mothers’ milk. 

’’The cloned cow, named 
Rosita ISA, is the first bovine 
born in the world that incor¬ 
porates human genes that 
contain the proteins present 
in human milk,” Argentina’s 
National Institute of 
Agrobusiness Technology 
said in a statement. 

Rosita ISA was born on 
April 6 by Ceasarian because 
she weighed more than 45 
kilos (99 pounds), about 
twice the normal weight of 
Jersey cows, according to the 


statement. 

As an adult, ’’the cow will 
produce milk that is similar to 
humans,” the statement said. 

”Our goal was to raise the 
nutritional value of cows’ 
milk by adding two human 
genes, the protein lactoferrin, 
which provides infants with 
anti-bacterial and anti-viral 
protection, and lysozyme, 
which is also an anti-bacterial 
agent,” said researcher 
Adrian Mutto at a press con¬ 
ference. 

The cloning was a joint ef¬ 
fort between the Argentine 
institute and the country's 
National University of San 
Martin.

German bean sprouts 
'source of E. coli outbreak 


BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - 
Germany blamed vegetable 
sprouts on Friday for a bacte¬ 
ria outbreak that has killed at 
least 33, left some 3,000 ill 
and cost farmers across Eu¬ 
rope hundreds of millions in 
lost sales. 

After a weeks-long hunt 
for the elusive source of the 
contamination, German offi¬ 
cials said they were confident 
they had found the origin. 

"It’s the sprouts,” Reinhard 
Burger, the president of the 
Robert Koch Institute, the na¬ 
tional disease centre, told a 
news conference on the out¬ 
break of enterohaemorrhagic 
E. coli (EHEC) in northern 
Germany. 

"People who ate sprouts 
were found to be nine times 
more likely to have bloody di¬ 
arrhoea or other signs of 


EHEC infection than those 
who did not,” he said, citing a 
study of more than 100 people 
who fell ill after dining in 
restaurants. 

Test results on a packet of 
vegetable sprouts recovered 
from the garbage can of two 
sick people living in the west¬ 
ern state of North Rhine - 
Westphalia later provided the 
first direct trail evidence for 
the virulent bacteria. 

The sprouts, which showed 
traces of the EHEC strain 
0104, were grown at a farm in 
the northern village of Bi- 
enenbuettel on which suspi¬ 
cion had fallen last weekend. 
The farm has been closed and 
all its products recalled. 

The government had ear¬ 
lier lifted a warning against 
eating raw tomatoes, lettuce 
and cucumbers which had 


dealt a stinging blow to farm¬ 
ers at the peak of the fresh 
produce season in Europe. 

"This is a good sign for 
consumers because we now 
have more clarity,” Health 
Minister Daniel Bahr told re¬ 
porters, as he defended the 
government’s crisis manage¬ 
ment against criticism from 
the opposition and abroad. 

"We are pretty relieved,” 
Agriculture and Consumer 
Affairs Minister Ilse Aigner 
added at the joint news con¬ 
ference, in comments echoed 
by the German farmers' asso¬ 
ciation. 

All 33 confirmed fatalities, 
three of which were reported 
Friday, have been in Germany 
except for one woman who 
died in Sweden after visiting 
Germany. 


Dengue vaccine could be ready 


by 2015 

BANGKOK,Tailand (AFP) - 
French drugs group Sanofi 
said Friday that its vaccine 
against dengue, a mosquito- 
borne infection that kills thou¬ 
sands of people around the 
world each year, could be 
launched in about four years. 

"The vaccine could be 
available... around 2015,” 
Jean Lang, head of vaccine 
development at the group's 
subsidiary Sanofi-Pasteur, 
told reporters in Bangkok. 

The launch date is depend¬ 
ent on regulatory approval in 
each country based on the re¬ 
sults of trials. 

The vaccine is the first for 
dengue to undergo advanced 
"Phase III” clinical trials — the 
final stage before the results 
are submitted for regulatory 
approval.

Ratchaburi, one of the worst 
affected areas in the country, 
are participating in a study 
that aims to establish the effi¬ 
cacy of the vaccine. 

Dengue causes severe, flu¬ 
like symptoms in about 50 
million people every year, 
mainly in developing coun¬ 


tries. There are four strains, 
one of which is a potentially 
lethal type. 

Dengue has reemerged in 
recent years as a serious pub¬ 
lic health threat in tropical re¬ 
gions. There is currently no 
treatment, cure or vaccine. 


First aid: 

Cuts and scrapes 

Minor cuts and scrapes usually don't require a trip to the emer¬ 
gency room. Yet proper care is essential to avoid infection or 
other complications. These 
guidelines can help you care for 
simple wounds: 

l.Stop the bleeding. Minor cuts 
and scrapes usually stop bleed¬ 
ing on their own. 

2. Clean the wound. Rinse out 
the wound with clear water. 

3. Apply an antibiotic. After you 
clean the wound, apply a thin 
layer of an antibiotic cream or ointment. 

4. Cover the wound. Bandages can help keep the wound clean 
and keep harmful bacteria out. 

5. Change the dressing. Change the dressing at least daily or 
whenever it becomes wet or dirty. 

6. Get stitches for deep wounds. 

7. Watch for signs of infection. See your doctor if the wound 
isn't healing or you notice any redness, increasing pain, 
drainage, warmth or swelling. 

8. Get a tetanus shot. Doctors recommend you get a tetanus shot 
every 10 years. 




US woman gets face 
transplant after mauling 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US mother who was mauled 
by a frenzied chimp more than 
two years ago has been given 
a full face transplant, doctors 
said on Friday. 

The patient, Charla Nash, 
also had two hand transplants 
but those operations were not 
successful and the hands had 
to be removed, said surgeons 
at Brigham and Women's Hos¬ 
pital in Boston, Massachusetts. 

"The hand transplants 
turned out to be very challeng¬ 
ing,” said plastic surgeon Bo- 
hdan Pomahac who led the 
team of physicians, nurses and 
anesthesiologists on the US 
hospital's second full face 
transplant. 

"A few days post opera¬ 
tively Charla developed pneu¬ 
monia and she became septic,” 
said Pomahac. 

"After several days of 
doing everything possible to 
maintain the hands it was clear 
they were not thriving, so we 
removed the hands.” 

The same hospital earlier 
this year performed its first 
full face transplant on a man 
named Dallas Wiens, who lost 
his face and eyesight in an 
electrical accident. 

Nash's full face transplant 
"was very different,” said 
Pomahac. "She required sig¬ 
nificantly more work.” 

In the attack, Nash lost her 


eyes, nose, upper jaw and lips 
and most of the soft tissue in 
her face, he said. 

Nash did not appear at the 
press conference and doctors 
declined to reveal any infor¬ 
mation about the donor to pro¬ 
tect the family's privacy. 

She is expected to gain 
muscle control over her new 
face over the coming weeks 
and months, however she is 
not likely to be able to see 
again. 

The hospital said it would 
be several months before any 
images are released, and that 
she would not resemble the 
donor because the muscles and 
tissue would form to her own 
bone structure. 

Nash's brother Steve de¬ 
scribed her as "simply beauti¬ 
ful,” and doctors said she 
hoped to attend her daughter 
Briana's college graduation, 
after skipping her high school 
ceremony for fear of drawing 
too much attention.

96 Hours with Professor of Experimental Film 
at NYU, Darrell Wilson

spent 3 hours talking with Pro¬ 
fessor Darrell Wilson of NYU, 
who arrived on Wednesday to 
prepare for the master class he 
will teach beginning this mor¬ 
ning titled 96 HOURS; an ad¬ 
dition to the second edition of 
the Aruba International Film 
Festival which opens tonight 
with Kim Cattrell walking the 
Red Carpet for the debut of 
her film “Meet Monica 
Velour.” 

Professor Wilson is a 
film/video artist and sculptor 
whose work has been exhi¬ 
bited at The Newhouse Center 
for Contemporary Art, The 
Collective for the Living Cin¬ 
ema & The Museum of the 
Moving Image in New York 
City, The Cinematheque in 
Montreal, Gallerie Maximilien 
Guillot in Paris and various in¬ 
dependent film festivals and 
galleries throughout the United 
States, Canada and Europe. 
He has also worked as produc¬ 
tion designer and artistic con¬ 
sultant for numerous in¬ 
dependent film and video pro¬ 
ductions; presently he teaches 
two Experimental Film Pro¬ 
duction Workshops and Digital 
Frame and Sequence at Tisch 
School of the Arts, New York 
University. 


The 4 day class will require 
students to create 3 very short 
films (1 to 3 minutes at the 
most) which will be screened 
at the AIFF. Here are some in¬ 
sights of this more than 20 year 
veteran of experimental film- 
making: 

TMN: In a time where it 
appears almost everything has 
been done in film, what can 
you advise aspiring filmma¬ 
kers taking your class? 

DW: I think the biggest 
mistake is to not take a leap of 
faith; to really explore all the 
options and try to create some¬ 
thing original as possible. I 
think sometimes young people 
are afraid to do that because 
there is so much work out there 
and it is so easy to be influ¬ 
enced. However, I think some 
of the best work is the work 
that has dared to take a chance 
creatively. 

TMN: After all this time 
and all that is out there, is it a 
battle to not be influenced by 
everything they see? 

DW: If they think about it 
as making art, then they can 
produce something original. If 
they are thinking it as an enter¬ 
tainment product, which is not 
a problem if one wants to 
choose that path, but usually 
that requires the kind of work 
that seems to be most success¬ 


ful financially, but doesn’t 
mean it is the best work, cre¬ 
atively. 

TMN: Isn’t it a frustration 
for filmmakers that want to 
produce something creative 
and meaningful, but today’s 
audiences, for the most part, 
only want fantasy and enter¬ 
tainment, so they don’t get the 
popular support at the box of¬ 
fice they need for making the 
kind of meaningful films they 
would like? 

DW: I think a lot of film¬ 
makers who started out in the 
last 15 years as independent 
have found it difficult to move 
on from there and chosen to 
make more commercially suc¬ 
cessful work. I do think, be¬ 
cause it is so available, the 
Internet has helped young peo¬ 
ple to explore and work with 
new concepts in film. It has al¬ 
ways been a great playground 
for innovative and creative 
young people. It also offers ex¬ 
posure to the public they are 
not going to get at theaters. 

I worked with a group of 
boys at a juvenile detention 
center in Newark, NJ, and we 
do a lot of work which would 
not have been able to happen 
years ago; they asked if they 
could put it on Youtube, and I 
am all for that. There is so 
much happening there, and 
you don’t need a fortune to do 
good work. 

TMN: Isn’t the net also a 
detriment to measuring box of¬ 
fice success, as so much can 
easily be seen online within 
days of their premiere? Won’t 
this make life difficult for 
those seeking financing? 

DW: This is true, but I 
think there is still nothing like 
going to the big theater and 
buying your popcorn and re¬ 
ally immersing yourself in the 
experience. Make no mistake, 
it still is an experience, it is not 
just about seeing, it is about 
every thing possible in this 


world created by 
the film. 

TMN: Do you 
agree that film is 
the definitive art 
form, which is still 
evolving with 
technology, of the 
20th and 21st cen¬ 
tury? 

DW: OH 

YEAH! It is a 
shame, but who 
looks at painting 
and sculpture as 
much as we look 
at film? It seems 
most everyone 
knows about film; 
who really knows 
about painting and 
sculpture? It has 
also gone beyond 
entertainment to the masses as 
an art form in galleries. This 
has been reinforced by gal¬ 
leries acknowledging film art, 
something that would interest 
private collectors and muse¬ 
ums; they are buying the film 
as an object, rather than an 
event or an experience-it is a 
whole new aesthetic. I just at¬ 
tended a show by Robert Wil¬ 
son consisting of well known 
actors and actresses doing 
something for a minute and it 
was played on a loop on verti¬ 
cal monitors so you could see 
their entire bodies. They were 
selling for something like 
$35,000 each; I really know 
quite what to think about that. 

Master Classes with Pro¬ 


fessor Wilson begin this morn¬ 
ing at 9:00 AM in the Ball¬ 
room of the Hyatt Regency 
Resort for students ages 15 and 
over; a enrollment is limited, 
but there are a few places left. 
Students are advised to please 
bring their video cameras if 
they have one; if not, they will 
be shared. A laptop computer 
will also be valuable for edit¬ 
ing the work.

Iceland told to repay British, 
Dutch governments on Icesave 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- European trading watchdogs 
on Friday gave Iceland three 
months to repay the British 
and Dutch governments for 
compensation they gave to 
depositors in failed bank Ice¬ 
save. 

"Iceland is obliged to en¬ 
sure payment of the minimum 
compensation to Icesave de¬ 
positors in the United King¬ 
dom and the Netherlands," 
said a statement on the web¬ 
site of the Belgium-based Eu¬ 
ropean Free Trade Area 
(EFTA) surveillance author¬ 
ity. 

According to a legal re¬ 
quirement under the treaty 
governing relations across the 
European Economic Area, 


which adds Iceland, Norway 
and Liechtenstein to the 27- 
state European Union single 
market, Reykjavik cannot es¬ 
cape minimum compensation 
payments. 

"Iceland was obliged to 
guarantee 20,000 euros per 
depositor after Landsbanki 
and its Dutch and British 
branches, called Icesave, col¬ 
lapsed in October 2008," the 
authority said in an opinion 
sent to the Icelandic govern¬ 
ment. 

"By leaving the depositors 
in Icesave's Dutch and UK 
branches without that mini¬ 
mum guarantee, Iceland acted 
in breach of the directive," it 
said. 

Iceland saw all its major 


banks go belly-up in the fi¬ 
nancial crisis at the end of 
2008. 

Britain and the Nether¬ 
lands dished out a total of 3.9 
billion euros ($5.5 billion) to 
reimburse some 340,000 of 
their citizens hit by the col¬ 
lapse of Icesave. 

On April 9, about 60 per¬ 
cent of voters in a referendum 
rejected the Icesave deal ap¬ 
proved by the government 
and parliament, just over a 
year after more than 93 per¬ 
cent of voters turned down a 
previous plan, in March 2010. 

Should Iceland not com¬ 
ply, the authority said it 
would "need to consider tak¬ 
ing the case to the EFTA 
court." 


US 'concerned' about 
business practices in Africa 


LUSAKA, China (AFP) - US 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton urged African coun¬ 
tries to lift trade barriers with 
the United States here Friday 
and voiced concern about 
China's aid and investment 
practices in Africa. 

The first US chief diplo¬ 
mat to visit Zambia since 
1976, Clinton attended annual 
talks over a US preferential 
trade deal at a time when 
China has overtaken the 
United States as Africa's top 
trading partner. 

"China's presence in 
Africa reflects the reality that 
it has important and growing 
interests here on the conti¬ 
nent," Clinton said during a 
press conference with Zam¬ 
bian President Rupiah Banda. 

"The United States does 


not see these interests inher¬ 
ently incompatible with our 
own interests. We do not see 
China's rise as a zero-sum 
game. We hope that it will be¬ 
come succesful in its eco¬ 
nomic efforts," she said. 

"We are, however con¬ 
cerned that China's foreign 
assistance and investment 
practicies in Africa have not 
always been consistent with 
generally accepted interna¬ 
tional norms of transparency 
and good governance," she 
added. 

She said the United States 
has begun a dialogue with 
China on its activities in 
Africa. 

Some African nations have 
leaned toward China because 
Beijing makes no demands on 
human rights or democracy.

Oil prices drop as 
OPEC warns on 
weak demand 


"Generally speaking, I 
think the Chinese have been 
more aggressive in terms of 
trade into the region," said 
Mupelwa Sichilima, of Trade 
and Industrial Policy Strate¬ 
gies, a South African think- 
tank. 

But Sichilima said that in 
practice, other restrictions 
hinder African trade with 
both the United States and 
China — mainly practical con¬ 
siderations like safety stan¬ 
dards for food products. 

"China is just an alterna¬ 
tive market that has come on 
board, but it doesn't mean it 
will swallow everything from 
Africa." 

China-African trade 

soared more than 40 percent 
last year to $126.9 billion. 


NEW YORK, (AFP) - Oil 
prices dropped sharply Friday, 
with New York's benchmark 
heading below the $100 line, 
wiping out gains earlier this 
week made after OPEC resisted 
raising output quotas. 

WTI light sweet crude for 
July delivery fell $2.64 in New 
York trade to $99.29 a barrel. 

In London the Brent North 
Sea contract for July lost 79 
cents to $118.78 dollars. 

The market was still trying 
to read the future from this 
week's apparently confronta¬ 
tional meeting of the OPEC, 
where a Saudi push for higher 
production to moderate price 
increase was rebuffed by Iran 
and its allies. 

The first reaction of the mar¬ 
ket was that supplies would 
tighten and prices immediately 
pushed up. 

But prices retreated heading 


into the weekend following 
OPEC's demand warning Fri¬ 
day. "Should higher interna¬ 
tional oil prices persist, then this 
might... put more weight on the 
downward risk" to global oil 
demand, by stagnated eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

"This risk might be trans¬ 
lated into a reduction of current 
growth by 200,000 barrels per 
day (bpd)," OPEC said in its 
latest monthly oil market report. 

The market was debating 
whether the cartel, which con¬ 
trols about 40 percent of global 
ouput was likely to hold to¬ 
gether around its 24.84 million 
barrels per day (bpd) target.

Bin cameras encourage students to recycle 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
University students are being 
encouraged to change their 
ways and recycle through a 
project in which tiny cameras 
are fitted into bins. 

Scientists at Newcastle 
University, in northeast Eng¬ 
land, said that the "BinCams" 
had been placed in kitchen bins 
in five households. 

The tiny sensor, attached to 
a camera phone, takes a picture 
every time the bin lid slams 
shut and uploads the image 
onto Facebook, allowing the 
students to monitor what they 
are throwing away. 


The Facebook page adds 
an element of competition, al¬ 
lowing the student households 
to compare how their recycling 
efforts are going. The project 
targets students because re¬ 
search has shown that people 
aged between 18 and 34 recy¬ 
cle less than other age groups. 

Scientists said initial re¬ 
sults indicated the experiment 
was a success. Early images 
showed pizza boxes, beer cans 
and other rubbish that could 
have been recycled, they said. 

But after two weeks, the 
experiment showed that the 
bin is emptied less frequently 


as less rubbish is thrown away 
and more is recycled. 

"The students said they felt 
like the bin was watching them 
and that it definitely made 
them think twice about what 
they were throwing away," 
said Anja Thieme, a postgra¬ 
duate computer science stu¬ 
dent who is leading the project. 

"By taking a photograph 
and uploading it to Facebook, 
the idea is that we create a plat¬ 
form for self-reflection — a 
permanent reminder. It’s a bit 
like having your conscience sat 
on your shoulder niggling 
away at you."

Airline spokesperson: 

German passenger strips 
naked on flight 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
A German passenger 
stripped naked on an Iberia 
flight from Madrid to 
Frankfurt, forcing the pilot 
to turn the plane around so 
he could be removed, the 
airline said Friday. 

"A German passenger 
took all his clothes off on 
the plane," on Thursday 
night, an Iberia spokes¬ 
woman said. 

"Staff on board tried to 
dissuade him but he be¬ 
came aggressive and fi¬ 
nally locked himself in the 
toilet. The pilot then de¬ 
cided to turn around and 
land in Madrid." 

Once on the ground, po¬ 
lice came on board and 


’’took him away," the spokes¬ 
woman said. She said the air¬ 
line has "no idea" why the 
man, who was not identified, 
decided to do what he did. 

The passenger cooperated 
immediately when Guardia 
Civil police arrived and he was 
not arrested, said police 
spokesman Angel Blanco. 

The Iberia pilot filed a 
complaint saying the passen¬ 
ger refused to obey crew in¬ 
structions to sit down during 
the flight and then started 
shouting. But the complaint 
did not mention him stripping 
naked. 

Police said the man was not 
drunk and they had no expla¬ 
nation for his behaviour. 
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Rival champs face 
Belmont endurance 
test 



Animal Kingdom 


NEW YORK,(AFP) - Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner Animal 
Kingdom is a slight favourite 
over Nehro and Preakness 
winner Shackleford for Sat¬ 
urday's 143rd Belmont 
Stakes, a gruelling 1 1/2-mile 
endurance test of a horse 
race. 

Bookmakers like Animal 
Kingdom by 2-1 with Derby 
runner-up Nehro at 4-1 and 
Shackleford, the outside 
starter in a field of 12, at 9-2 
in the last event of the Amer¬ 
ican flat racing Triple Crown 
series. 

"Obviously going a mile 
and a half, the most important 
thing is to save as much as 
you can for the last quarter of 
a mile," said Animal King¬ 
dom jockey John Velazquez, 
who won the 2007 Belmont 
aboard Rags to Riches. 


Animal Kingdom, who 
starts in the ninth gate, was 
foiled in a bid to become the 
first horse to sweep the Triple 
Crown races since Affirmed 
in 1978 when Shackleford 
edged the colt by half a 
length in the shortest race of 
the treble. 

Shackleford trainer Dale 
Romans has no worry that 
starting from the outside will 
be a great setback over such 
a distance after watching 
jockey Jesus Castanon ride 
his horse to a wire-to-wire 
Preakness victory. 

"In a mile-and-a-half race, 
the post position isn't that im¬ 
portant," Romans said. "With 
number 12, he'll be the last 
one in and the first one out. 
Hopefully, he'll be able to 
clear the field. 

"Being there, it will prob¬ 


ably make us send a little bit 
more. Everybody expects us 
to be on the lead, and we ex¬ 
pect to be on the lead. He's 
fast enough that he'll be able 
to break and clear everyone 
anyway. 

"(Animal Kingdom) never 
got past us on the gallop out 
and he never looked like he 
was going past us." 

Velazquez hopes Shackle¬ 
ford goes for another start-to- 
finish victory. 

"The Belmont will be a 
completely different race, so 
if he tries something like that, 
good luck to him," Velazquez 
said. 

"I think at a mile and a 
half, Animal Kingdom is 
going to be closing like he 
did in the Derby." 

Graham Motion, Animal 
Kingdom's British-born 
trainer, sees the outside start¬ 
ing spot as a significant dis¬ 
advantage. 

"The 12 is right near the 
grandstand and I’m happy he 
is in the 12. It will make him 
work a little bit," Motion 
said. 

"It's going to be a tactical 
race, no doubt about it." 

Affirmed co-owner 
Patrice Jacobs Wolfston 
hinted that the reason no 
horse since hers a third of a 
century ago has swept the 
Triple Crown is because the 
animals are pampered too 
much. 

"I believe horses were 
tougher back then. Three to 
four weeks (between races) 
was a long time," she said. 
"Racing has changed. In 
some ways, maybe for the 
better. In other ways, maybe 
not." 

In the first match-up of 
Derby and Preakness winners 
at the Belmont since 2005, 
Animal Kingdom will try to 
become only the 12th horse 
to win the Belmont and the 
Derby, the first since Thunder 
Gulch in 1995. 

Monzon, a 30-1 longshot, 
is the first Triple Crown entry 
for Sagamore Farms since 
1953, when Native Dancer 
took the Preakness and Bel¬ 
mont and finished second in 
the Derby. 

Others in the field include 
Master of Hounds, Stay 
Thirsty, Ruler On Ice, San- 
tiva, Brilliant Speed, Prime 
Cut, Isn't He Perfect and 
Mucho Macho Man.

Tsonga shocks Nadal 
to reach Queen's 
semis

LONDON (AFP) - World 
number one Rafael Nadal 
crashed out of Queen's on Fri¬ 
day when French fifth seed 
Jo-Wilfried Tsonga pulled off 
a shock 6-7 (3/7), 6-4, 6-1 win 
in the quarter-finals. 

Nadal arrived at the Wim¬ 
bledon warm-up event admit¬ 
ting he felt exhausted in the 
aftermath of his record- 
equalling sixth triumph at the 
French Open. 

Despite his tiredness this was 
still a major blow for the 
Spaniard, who had reached 
seven successive finals before 
this defeat, and it leaves him 
short of game time on grass 
ahead of the defence of his Wim¬ 
bledon title later this month. 

"After losing the second 
set, mentally I lost my concen¬ 
tration. It has been a lot of 
matches in a row and after that 
break in the third set it was a 
mountain for me to come 
back," said Nadal. 

Tsonga added: "The first 
time I reached the world top 
100 was here at Queen's and 
today I have beaten the world 
number one. It was close to 
my best tennis — it has to be to 
beat Rafa." 

The match wasn't even two 
games old when a light shower 


forced the players off 
court, but they re¬ 
turned within half an 
hour to slug it out in a 
gruelling first set. 

Nadal had been 
below his best in a 
three-set win against 
Radek Stepanek in the 
previous round and 
Tsonga provided an 
even greater threat than 
the Czech veteran. 

Tsonga was a pic¬ 
ture of joy as he 
danced on the court in 
celebration of only his second 
career win over Nadal, a tri¬ 
umph that sets up a semi-final 
against British wildcard James 
Ward. 

Andy Roddick kept his bid 
for a record fifth Queen's title 
on course as the American set 
up a semi-final clash with 
Andy Murray after beating 
Spain's Fernando Verdasco 6- 
2 , 6 - 2 . 

World number four Murray 
reached the semi-finals after 
his last-eight opponent Marin 
Cilic was forced to pull out 
before the match due to an 
ankle injury. 

Murray was joined in the 
semi-finals by his compatriot 
Ward as the British number 
two enjoyed a superb double 
success. 

Ward, ranked 216th, started 
the day by ending Sam Quer- 
rey's reign as Queen's cham¬ 
pion as he won the final set of 
their rain-delayed third-round 
match to clinch a shock 3-6, 6- 
3, 6-4 victory. 

The 24-year-old son of a 
London taxi driver had to re¬ 
turn just hours later for his 
quarter-final clash against 
France's Adrian Mannarino. 

But Ward showed no signs 
of tiredness as he recovered 
from wasting seven match 
points in the second set to win 
6-2, 6-7(14/16), 6-4.

Irons died of heart failure - autopsy 


HONOLULU (AFP) - Surfing great Andy Irons died from 
a heart attack in a Dallas-area hotel room in November. 
Irons’s family released the autopsy results, which found the 
three-time world champion from Hawaii died from sudden 
cardiac arrest due to severe blockage of a main artery. The 
official autopsy report, prepared by Tarrant County Chief 
Medical Examiner Nizam Peerwani, also lists "acute mixed 
drug ingestion" as a secondary cause, although Irons’s fam¬ 
ily disputes that finding. According to the autopsy, the anti¬ 
anxiety medication Xanax, methadone, cocaine and a trace 
amount of methamphetamine were found in the surfer’s sys¬ 
tem. The family said in a statement that Irons was pre¬ 
scribed Xanax and the sleep aid Zolpidem to treat anxiety 
and occasional insomnia that he experienced as a result of 
bipolar disorder. Irons, who was 32 when he died, may also 
have self-medicated with recreational drugs as he attempted 
to battle mood swings, according to his relatives.

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Tyson set for Hall 
of F ame induction 


India target Windies series triumph 



CANASTOTA (AFP) - Mike 
Tyson, whose legendary tale 
of punishing power and me- 
teroic rise ended in an epic 
fall from grace, will be 
among the legends inducted 
Sunday into the International 
Boxing Hall of Fame. 

Tyson, three weeks shy of 
his 45th birthday, became the 
youngest heavyweight cham¬ 
pion in boxing history in 
1986 at age 20 and finished 
with a record of 50-6 with 44 
knockouts, personifying at 
times the best and worst of 
the sport. 

"I am honored,” Tyson 
said. ’’The sport of boxing has 
given me so much and it is 
truly a blessing to be ac¬ 
knowledged alongside other 
boxing legends because they 
paved the way for me, as I 
hope I have inspired others.” 

Mexican legend Julio 
Cesar Chavez, Russian-born 
Australian Kostya Tszyu, 
Mexican trainer Ignacio 
’’Nacho” Beristain, referee 
Joe Cortez and Hollywood 
star Sylvester Stallone, movie 
boxer ’’Rocky”, were also 
honored. 

But none of them could 
match the levels Tyson 
reached as a global sports 
icon, especially in his 
younger days after escaping 
the mean streets of Brooklyn 


and finding riches by pound¬ 
ing opponents with first- 
round knockouts. 

The downfall of ’’Iron 
Mike” began in 1990 at 
Tokyo when the undisputed 
champion suffered the first 
loss of his career, a 10th- 
round knockout at the hands 
of James ’’Buster” Douglas in 
one of the most shocking up¬ 
sets in sport. 

In 1992, Tyson was con¬ 
victed of raping a beauty 
queen at a pageant in Indi¬ 
anapolis, Indiana. He served 
three years of a six-year sen¬ 
tence before his release in 
1995, steadfastly denying he 
raped the woman. 

Tyson reclaimed the 
heavyweight throne but lost 
to Evander Holyfield in 1996 
and in a 1997 rematch infa¬ 
mously bit Holyfield’s ears 
twice, serving a year’s banish¬ 
ment in exile for the move. 

Despite substance abuse 
and serving jail time for as¬ 
sault, Tyson made one final 
run at boxing supremacy, but 
in his last world title fight he 
was knocked out in the eighth 
round by Britain’s Lennox 
Lewis at Memphis, Tennessee. 

Tyson filed for bankruptcy 
in 2003 and retired after 
losses to Britain’s Danny 
Williams in 2004 and Ameri¬ 
can Kevin McBride in 2005. 

Tyson quit after six rounds 
in his final fight, finishing his 
last round sitting on the can¬ 
vas. 

”1 don't have the stomach 
for this,” Tyson said. ”1 don't 
have that ferocity. I'm not an 
animal anymore.” 

Outrageous and controver¬ 
sial remarks were Tyson's 
stock and trade, but a kinder, 
gentler Tyson has emerged 
since then, appearing in ’’The 
Hangover” films and in real¬ 
ity television shows exploring 
his love of training birds. 


NORTH SOUND (AFP) -
